Could Cause Economic Distress 

An attempt to label the Quad-Cities and the 
rest of Madison county as "distressed or "de¬ 
pressed" make no sense at all in a time of rela¬ 
tive prosperity, with unemployment low and ex¬ 
pansions in progress at ten or more local industries 
and installations. 

The move should be quickly repudiated. Far 
I more than mere civic pride is 'involved. A de¬ 
pressed designation, if approved by the federal 
government, could give a false picture of this grow¬ 
ing. thriving community, impairing its otherwise 
I bright prospects for industrial, business and resi¬ 
dential growth. 

It is still not clear why Madison county has 
been included in the St. Clair counlv request for 
separation from the St. Louis metropolitan unem¬ 
ployment statistical area. There ^re no know'n 
local requests. F.ven Belleville, the St. Clair county 
^ seat, wants no part of a "depressed" tag. 

It may be all right for Kast St. Louis politi- 
n ejans to try and get increased federal handnula 
through such a designation, although even for their 
V city this is not necessarily the best or only solu¬ 

tion. Rut they have no right to tar either commu¬ 
nities with the same brush they are so ready to 
apply to Last St. Louis.

firing fiack Those Good Old 
Days, Musically Speaking 

The most encouraging cultural note recently, 
excluding the departure of the Beatles, is the dis¬ 
covery of the mine of untapped musical treasures 
left by George Gershwin. 

He wrote in a day when music was known by 
its tune instead of its beat. When he and Jerome 
Kern. Irving Berlin and Cole Porter were in their 
■ glory, music was something to whistle or sing or, 
best of all, to Ksten to as played by big bands. 

The day of great demand for movie and stage 
musicals, ballrooms and dance bands has waned 
and may be gone forever. 

But Gershwin and his kind are not extinct, 
and it at least will restore happy memories to know 
that I 7 unpublished Gershwin songs are being 
brought out of seclusion. 

Ira Gershwin, who wrote his brother's lyrics, 
put the songs away after the composer's untimely 
death 26 years ago, it is said. Now, on a sudden in¬ 
spiration. perhaps as a protest to life timef. he is 
preparing lyrics for a new generation. There are 
many songs, perhaps 50 or more. 

It will be interesting to hear them, and see if 
they prove popular in another era. 

Updating Of Master Plan

Township Budgets Prepared But

First three local governmental budgets for 
1964-65 have been prepared. They total $487,- 
952, a reduction o| $16,024 from a year ago. 

Nameoki township general assistance and 
town fund budgets identical to those of 1963-64 
are planned, with a $550 increase in the road 
budget. Venice township anticipates budget re¬ 
ductions of $9610 for assistance, $6649 for the 
road fund and $3870 for the town fund, with a 
$535 boost in the retirement budget. Proposed 
Chouteau township spending shows increases of 
$1020 for general town purposes. $1000 for assist¬ 
ance and $ I 000 for road maintenance. 

The grand total charted by township offi¬ 
cials iircludes $202,250 in Venice township, $1-58.- 
002 in Nameoki township and $127,700 in Chou¬ 
teau township. The actual decisions will be made 
by citizens when they meet for annual town meet¬ 
ings in the Quad-Cities April 7, following public 
hearings March 3 1.
